Altho ugh Abraham Linco ln has been 
dead fo r mo re than twenty y ears, his 
memo ry is as dear to the hearts o f his 
co untry men as if he had died but y ester­ 
day . 
Ev ery thing abo ut him is read with 
eagerness, no t o nly by his co ntempo ra­ 
ries, but by the rising generatio n. 
The 
reaso ns fo r this perennial po pularity are 
no t far to seek. 
Nex t to Washingto n, he 
was the greatest o f American presidents, 
and like Washingto n, his character and 
career were po tent faco rs in a struggle o n 
which the future civ ilizatio n o f America 
depended. 
The grandeur o f the co nflict, 
the great issues that hung upo n it, must 
alway s make o ur civ il war o ne o f the 
mo st interesting o f histo rical studies. The 
co nflict bro ught to light a ho st o f able 
men bo th in co uncil and o n the battle 
field; but amo ng them all there was no 
figure mo re picturesque, there was no 
man mo re belo v ed, there was no states­ 
man who se influence was so enduring, as 
that o f Abraham Linco ln. 
The mau who, by a singb strod e o f his 
pen, emancipated nearly liv e millions of 
slav es, who was so ind ifferent to the arti 
ficial d ignities of high place, that lie con 
stantly consorted with the hu mblest citi 
zens, who gav e as read y an ear to the 
priv ate sold ier and workman from his 
bench as to the general at the head of 
great armies, and to representativ es of 
the great Eu ropean powers.

character was so pictu resqu e, his gift ol 
story -telling so marv elou s, that in him 
we see a character, who, by ills policy , is 
entitled to rank with the greatest of phil* 
an! hropists, and the greatest of states­ 
men, taking place also iu homeliness of 
taste, and sy mpathy with the ru d e pioneer 
of the frontier.

T w o Large A udiences W hich Were K ep t 


in a Hilarious Humor— Selections From 


His Sermons—>Sin Vigorously Attacked 


in one o f Its Strongholds. 


Chicago 
, M arch 1 —Mr. Sam Jones, the 
O eorgia revivalist arrived in the city S atur­ 
day , and b egan his cam p aign against the 
wickedness of the G arden City Sunday 
m orning a t Chicago Avenuo church. 
Mr. 
Jones is tall and of spare b uild, w ith b lack 
hair, straight and unkept, a thin, b lack 
mustache^ which was made a trifle longer 
b y encroaching on the hair of the chin, the 
aw akcner of sinners looked any thing else 
b ut a ty p ical theologian. 
Kis face is sharp- 
featured, his complexion sallow alm ost to 
swarthiness, and his dark ey es have a look 
of seeming dullness, which, however, undor 
the power of excitem ent or deep emotions, 
could b righten and b laze with the fires of 
m agnetic force and b rilliancy . 
He was 
dressed in a clerical suit of b lack, w ith a 
standing collar and b road neckb and. 
Thera 
was not a vacant seat in the b uilding, and 
leaning against the dedc w ith his elb ow 
resting on top of it ho l>egan his address as 
follows: 
“I w ant to say , b rethren, tha t in order to 
get the most out of this servic let us b e p er­ 
fectly free aiul easy . 
We are ail children 
of the same Father, therefore m ake y our­ 
selves p irfectly free. 
If y ou’d rather laugh 
than cry tako y our choice—there is as much 
good in one as there is in the other. 
If 
y ou'd rather do neither, tha t will suit me, 
too. 
There is a class of people tha t ought to 
look sad. 
The thief and the drunkard ought 
to p ut on a solemn countenance in church, 
b ut if wo do our duty we ought to w ear a 
smile a s b road as heaven, and let the world 
know that we are oujoving ourselves. Some 
people will look sa 1, thinking tha t sadness 
is religion. 
W hy a m inute of that religion 
would kill mo.” [Laughter.] 
M r.“Jones announced as his text M atthew 
v., 10: 
-L et y our light >x> shine b efore men 
tha t th*y m ay seo y oer good works and 
glorify y our F ather which is in heaven.” 
Ho dw elt uoon the strength hidden in the 
words it th; text, and continued: 
"The 
m oral light is a trin ity in un ity —its p rinci­ 
ple is faith, its essence is love, and its de­ 
velopm ent is ob edience. 
W hat Is faith:’ 
Some think it is a kind of attitude in which 
one has hands and m outh open to catch 
som ething that the Lord will p itch a t 
.them. 
[Laughter.] 
They will say : 
‘Lord, 
give me something. 
l don’t know ex­ 
actly w hat 1 want, 
b ut give mo some­
